in what way it could with propriety exert an in- 
fluence on the political and moral world, 

No one can doubt that the pulpit is exerting a 
mighty influence on mind. And. so powerlul 
has the puipit always been, that her aid has been 


enterprise of a moral or intellectual or of a busi- 
ness nature has been started without looking to 
ihe pulpit fur encouragement. Even rail roads 
and Bunker hill monument have made appeals | 
to the pulpit, Would it have been wise for the 
pulpit to respond to these calls? And had she 
done it, would she not have justly brought con- 
tempt upon herself? Some thirty or forty years 
ago in the old federal and democratic days, she 
was cailed upon to defend one or the other par- 
ty. She did so, and received a rebuke, that 
will not soon be forgotten. Ste was then told 
in no equivocal language that Chrisi’s kingdom 
is noi of this world, and that it is an awful des- 
ecration, for the pulpit to interest herself in the 
political strifes of the day. When Christ and 
the apostles occupied the pulpit, her power was 
exerted exclusively for the reformation and sal- 
vation of the siuner. No direct attack was 


that time, however corrupt and despotic they 
might fave been. UGurst aid me apostics 


preached obedience to human governments, and 
commanded tribute to be given to whour tribute 
waedue, and honor to whom honor was due, 
and to render to Casar the things which belung 
to Caesar. 

‘ney promulgated great moral and religious 
principles, adaurably fitted to break down-the 
despotic power of Rome, and produce a_revolu- 
tion among all human governments, These 
principles were left todo the work in a silent, 
but effectual way, without any direct attack and 
without any denunciation. Indeed, there are 
frequent appeals made to the justice of the then 
existing government. Protection was claimed 
and granted —and with success did Paul plead 
lis privilege as a Roman citizen. ‘Throughout 
the N.'T. proper respect is paid to the powers 
that be, as having been ordamed of God. But 
yet it was fearlessly declared tnere was a persou- 


al right, with which no human government |. 


should interfere; and that there was a power, 
whose decisious were superior to those of any 
earthly tribunal. No government could compel 
the first preacher of the gospel to bow to an idol, 








eified. 
‘They did not, however, resist government even 
in the unjust command that they should not speak 
in the name of Jesus; but chose rather to sacri- | 
fice life than to cease speaking the things, which | 
they had seen and heard. ‘Their unceasing | 
prayer to the Lord was, grant unto thy servants, 
that with all boldness we may speak thy word.— 
To obey Christ was all they claimed as a matter | 
of couscience. ‘They never pretended it was a! 
violation of conscience or of the precepts of | 
Christ to support government, or to obey its tawa} 
in every thing except that which commanded 
them to deny the Lord that bought them. ‘This! 
was the way in which the power of the pulpit) 
was first exerted. And as long as she contiuued | 
in this course, and went on in the strength, | 
which she received from the Lord Jesus, she | 
was mighty in pulling down stroug-holds, and in} 
wrestling against principalities and powers.— | 
And so rapidly did she progress, that within a 
few centuries, she made her way to the throne, | 
and planted the cross on the palaces of the Ce- | 
Sars. 


than it was stripped of divine power—her true 
glory departed. The influence of the gospel, 
though powerful and effectual, was not rapid e- | 
nough for the impatient and a:nbitious devotee. | 
Hence she must be accompanied with the torch | 
{and the sword, and be sustained by the secular 
jarm, and if there be not a voluntary surrender’ 
| to the demands of the ambitious priesthood, then 
| compulsion was to be used. When the palput 
thus sacrificed its original simplicity to pride 
/and ambition, and looked away from the power 
_of Christ to an arm of flesh, she became, in the 
| view of intelligent and independent thinkers, 
‘contemptible. ‘I'he moral revolution, which was 
moving on so noiselessly, so rapidly and so sac- 
cessfully, now received acheck. And it was 
centuries before the pulpit recovered from the 
shock received by its unnatural union with the 
state. And in no instance where the pulpit has 
‘keen sustained by human government, or has 
' succumbed to associational power, or has attemp- 
ted directly to interfere with party politics or to 
seek from government any thing more than to be 
let alone, has she exerted the happy moral influ- 
ence she would in her own appropriate sphere. 
The pulpit, then, in order to regain her origi- 
nal power, and her former influence over the 
popalar mind, must keep within her original 
bounds. And if she wishes to extend a benign 
wfluence aver every depariment of the commu- |

by promulgating the great moral principles of) 
the Bible, Let the pu'pit then stand in her own | 
majesty, promulgating truth, acting on the he! 
man mind, solely by a moral influence. And 
what greater influence camshe wish? Then 
reformation in human governments would be rap 
id and thorough enoagh, and then too the pulpit 
would exert a mightier influence over the world 
than all homan governments combined would do. 
Let the pulpit exert her power to diffuse pure 
and liberal piety, then we shall have virtaons 
high minded and intelligent legislators. Make 
public semiment correct, solely on the principles 
of the gospel, without any allusion waxtever to 
party politics, and there will be no danger that 
civil institutions will be carrapt. And in this 
way can the pulpit exert an unseen but mighty 
influence on all the institutions of our country, 
She can control our legislatures withont seem: 
ing to do it, and diffuse more politicn! knowledge 
through the community, than can be diffused in 
any other way, rot that of party polities but that 
of civil polity and of the great principles of hu- 
man legislation. Surely then it isthe dictate of 
wisdom as well as that of duty, indeed true wis 
dom and duty are one, for the pu'pit to confine 
her influence wholly to the power given 
her by Christ, and seek exclusively to imbue the 
miuds of men with the reforming and purifying 
principles of christianity, Then every evil im the 
community and in governments would ultimate: 
ly be removed... 

It may now be asked in what way cam the 
pulpit exert the happiest and the most powerful 
influence upon the great moral subjects, which 
are now agitating our community. ‘Try preach- 
ing the truth, and the whole truth, with # power 
and eloquence, somewhat proportionate to the 
greatness of these absorbing topics, and jn the 
spirit of the Bible, and in no other spirit. She 
is as much bound to raise her voice against & 
wrong spirit in removing an evil as against the 
evil itself. And if indiwidaals should be impt- 
tient at the slow progress of the reformation and 
attemp! to accelerate it in a way not in perfect 
accordance with the Bible, the pulpit must re- 
main true to herself, and neton the one hand be} 
driven into a worldly policy, nor on the other 
shrink from faithfully exposing the evil ‘The: 
pulpit has no right to look to foreign aid for the 
removal of any evil. She must depend wholly 
upon her own power. It foreign aid, however, 
be sought, and such as she cannot approve, this 
is no reason why she should be silent. It ard, be 
songht at the ballot box, however much she may 
regret it, this ought to send uo discouragement 
into the pulpit. She may aff-ctionately point 
out the dangers of this mode of action, aud fear- 


lessly predict that it will injare the cause it seeks 
to promote. 


It has been said that the pulpit was the first to 
sound the alarm, and was faithful in the com-{ 
mencement of the temperance cause, and shrank 
from her duty, when it became unpopular. If the 
pulpit was ever false to her trust, in felation to 
the temperance cause, from fear of exciting pop- 
ular odium, it must have been at the commence- 
ment of this noble enterprise, for then it was 
more unpopular than it has ever been since.— 
She justly,drew back from unholy resstatious 
and fron violent and threatening measures. — 
Bat 1 have yet to learn that she has ever shrunk 
from telling the truth in’ relation to this enor. 
mous evil. ‘I'he powerful eloquence and the 
thrilling appeals which have come from the pul- 
pit, on this subject, have been such as were wit- 
nessed in the early days of the protestant refor- 
mation, Never have there been more intellec- 
tual power and deeper devotion of soul exhib- 
ited from the pulpit, than there have been in this 
cause, and perhaps there never was a fitter oc- 
casion to call forth the legitimate powers of the 
pu'pit. She has shown her disapprobation, when 
the subject has assumed a worldly dress, and 
has been defended in language in the house of 
God which vo gentleman would suffer fo be ns- 
ed in his parlor, ‘The pulpit, in no circumstan- 
ces ought to refuse to exert her influence against 
every species of vice. But it ouglit to be so ho- 
ly and so independent, as to act ouly in obedi- 
ence to the commands and in the spirit of Christ. } 
She must be free, and untrammeled by any as- 
sociational or conventional influences. Assuci- 
ations, when formed merely on the principle of 
temperance pledges, or for the purpose of com- 
municdting aud receiving information, or as a 
channel through which our charities may flow, 
smay be useful, aud ought to be sustained. But 
when they assume the right of atrempting to cone 
trol the churches, of passing threatening aud 
denunciatory resolutions, and of chastising those, 
who do not agree with them, at the batlot box,or by 
a bull of excommunication, they are tu be view- 
ed at least with suspicion. But Ido most sol- 
emuly protest against the pulpit shrinking from | 
being ta:thful in this cause, and in another kine | 
dred cause, that of abolition, merely because | 
others have done wrong. ‘This should lead the | 
pulpit to greater exertion, to be more holy, more | 
faithful, more powerlul. ‘There must be some- | 
thing in the pulpit, not only moving with the age, | 
but going before it, a spirit that looks forward | 
to measures of improvement, that dares wake up| 
a sleeping community. That which will take | 
ho'd with a firm grasp of the popular mind, that | 
which will excite a thrilling intere=t in behalf ot | 
suffering humanity throughout the world. 

It has been said that it the pulowt would do| 
her duty slavery would soon be removed from | 
ourcountry. I believe it. But it must be a pul. | 
pit free and independent, standing uzon the rock | 
Ciwist Jesus. A pulpit uamoved by the threat-| 
enings of her enennes and unallured by the flat- 
teries of ber friends, She musi come upon the | 
work exclusively in the spirit of Christ. There, 
must be no compromise whatever, with this sin 
The mask which government and public senti- 
ment have flung over this evil, must be stripped 
off—and its odjusness must be brought to hight. f 
And all the threatening to be used upon this sub- 
ject, should be that only which flows from the 
truth—and this Would be terrific enough. The 
pulpit must tear herself from every alliance with 
mere political men or with infidelity to promote 
this object. Let her come forward with the 
power and the spirit of the benevolence which 
brought the Sen of God down here upon earth, 
and every yoke would soon be broken. Let ev- 
ery pulpit throughout the land speak forth the 
eluqueuce of hearis alive to tais evil, let no min-| 
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ister cease «iy and nig’. to wirn with tears, 
the slaveholder. Lat tis admonitions be mig’! 
with faithfulness and love Let him show in 
sprech and in action that he ix ax mach looking 
to the best interest of the oppressor aa bt ts to 
that of the oppressed ; awl it would not be long 
before the oppressor and the oppresse| would be 
rejoicing alike —Surely there ts new no evil in 
our country which is calling loader forthe pray- 
ers and labors of the American pulpit, than this, 
Aud surely there is none that has geeuer claims 
apon our sympathy, upon our prtriotism, and ap- 
on our piety. Cau the pulpit remain silent mach 
langer and not recewe a withering rebuke from 
hiey who died for the slave as well as for the 
free man?

Ordination of Ministers. 

There has evidently Leen a growing attention, 
within a few years past, in seme parts of the 
Baptist denomination, to the manner of induct- 
ing men into the sacred ministry. ‘I'he necessi- 
ty for this must be appargnt to all, who open 
their eyesto the evils, which have been fast 
thickening upon us. From being a small and 
despised people, we have become large and re- 
spected ; and, it is most seriously to be feared, 
that from being careful to avoid every thing that 
would lessen our purity and moral power, we 
have come to be over-careful to avoid every 
thing that diminishes the autward splendors and 
glories of the Church. ‘Phe persecutions which 
lor generations spent their force upon the heads 
of innocent and defenceless Baptists, have at 
length died away ; and, as it was with the prim- 
itive christians when the firstout pourings of the 
wrath of a wicked world had ceased, the noble, 
the learned and the great have come to pay 
homage at the shrine where they worship. The 
result is, that when any offerings are to be made 
upon the altar of benevolence—wken any work 
is to be undertaken for the enlargement of the 
kingdom of Immanuel—no mater where or 
when—there is exhibited an alarming deficiency 
of deep, penetrating, all-subduing love for Christ. 

“It is submitted to the candid and discriminating, 
whether this deficiency has not- opened the way 
for leading into.the. ministry many persons ut- 
terly unfit for that holy office. Can it be that 
men would seek the ministry, and leave it al- 
most as soon as it is attaned, under the power- 
ful impulses of love for the Redeemer of the 
world? As love for him impels them to seek it, 
does the same love impel them toleave it? Or 
are we to believe that to-day the Hory One 
bids some men preach Christ and to-morrow, 
calls them to be Presidents, or Professors of Col- 
leges, Merchants, or Mechanics? No—we can 
believe nothing like it. No man can take upon 
himself the work of preaching Christ, but he 
that is called to it,as Aaron-was called to the ser- 
vice of the Sanctuary under the Mosaic dispen- 
sation, Such isthe teaching of God on this sub- 
Ject. It must then be that many have received 
ordination at the hands of the church, whom 


God has never bidden enter his vineyard as 
preachers of his word. Anu, so mar as the Bap- 


ist Church is concerned in this matter, the rea- 

sons are to be sought—not in the want of a good 
ecclesiastical system—but in the manner in 
whith that sysiem is administered. 

Something has Leen done already, as intima- 
ted in the first prragraph of the present article, 
towards restoring the lost honors of our church, 
in respect to her ministry, In some instances, 
at least, it is not announced that “such a man 
is to be ordained,” until it be fre: known, wheth- 
er he be aeuitable candidate for ordination vows. 
The practice of convening a council toexamine 
the candidate, and to decide upon his fitness for 
ordination, before the public at large are appris- 
ed of the movements of the Church, it is hoped, 
is becoming more aud more prevalent. . At any 
rate, itis certain, that no practice amongst Bap- 
tists has been fraught with greater mischief, than 
the reverse of this. Cases have occurred, where 
it was proclaimed weeks.or perhaps months be- 
forehand, that on such a-day, an individual nam- 
ed would be publicly ‘set apart as a_ preacher 
of righteousness.” ‘Phe day has arrived, and a 
divided council have been obliged to come into 
the midst of the assembled congregation to per- 
form other exercises than those of ordinatiou.— 
But enough of this. 

The object of this article is to suggest, wheth- 
er there is not frequently something wrong, in 
the preference-given to certain churches, over 
certain other churches, when a council is to be 
called for ordaining a brother. ‘To state the 
point in view ‘more definiiely, let the following 
case be proposed for excommunication. Mr. 
C. D., of the Theological Seminary has 
preached with the Church in H. some two 
or three weeks, when it is mutually agreed that 
a couucil shall be called to consider the expedi- 
ency of his ordination, But what’ churches 
shall be invited to send their delegates? Why, 
there is a Church some’fifily miles south, where 
the young man to be ordained has a, personal 
friend; who was settied thére as Pastor some 
one or two years-since ;—that church must be 
sent to, for that friend must be on the council. 
In like manner, Churches are sent to in a_ half 
dozen different directions—some 20, or even 70 
miles distant; but they must be Churches where 

the candidate for ordination has personal 
fricnds—hose, perhaps, who were once school- 
mates with him—now settled as ministers. In 
making this selection, a dozen or twenty church- 
es, having pastors of age and experience, and 
who, moreover, have felt for years a mort tender 
regard for the church. now about settling a pas- 
tor, are passed by, or, fo Save a@ppearances, a 
few of them are asked tosend a delegation to 
the council. The time arrives, and the council 
is convened.. But of whom is it made up? 
Cuerty of the personal friends of the candidate 
for ordination. For it should be borne in mind, 
that, when distant Churches are sent to, as in 
the present case, they rarely, Hever, send any 
delegates excepting their pastor. 
Now let this Case be examined. It was bad 
enough that a chureh and a young brother just 
commencing Ifts work as a preacher, should 
agree to form a conuccton at the close of a two 
weeks’ acquaintance. ‘This of itself might lead 
to most mischievous consequences, But it is 
the question of safety tothe inerests of Zion’ in 
convening such councils—CouNCNs MADE UP IN 
SUCH A WAY—that claims our most serious con- 
sideration. Allow that young Pastors, who 
chiefly make up the council—H not in numbers 
yet in influence—are all good men, pious and 
really called of God to preach. Yet is it sale to 
confide to them—iuteresied as they must feel 
that their young friend should succeed—is it 














safe to confide to them the whole, important. 
most mighty and solemn matier of deciding 
whether he should be ordained or not? A 
friend looks upon the faults or defects of a 
friend with a partial eye. Not half their magni- 
tude, and far less than half their importance will 
be perceived by him. Would it not, therefore, be 
most surprising, if a case should occur, where a 
council convened as above stated, should decide 
that the brother is unworthy of ordination ? 
Snch a case the annals of the Church for eigh- 
teen centuries does not, perhaps, present to our 
view. 

Manifestly, the churches best acquainted with 
the church about to setile a Pastor, and there- 
fore understanding best the true nature of her 
wants, are the ones that should be invited to send 
delegates for a Council. ‘These charches will, 
of course, be those in the immediate vicinity aud 
which belong to the same Association. 

It cannot be otherwise than surprising, that a 
young brother who proposes to he ordained 
should be willing to have personal friends to sit 
in judgment upon his case. ‘There is much rea- 
son 10 believe that any brother who ought to think 
of preaching, is the subject of severe question- 
ings in lis own mind, whether he is in reality 
called to that work ; and that he is anxious to 
have the opinion of those whose judgment can- 
not be perveried, whether he should be drdained 
or nol. : 

It is also surprising that a worthy young man, 
thinking of ordination, should be abie entirely to 
pass by aged and experienced Pastors, when mak- 
ing a selection of ministers to cfficiate on an oc- 
easion of such momentous import. Can it be 
that any person of piety and commen jadgment 
will not perceive how much more suitable it is 
in matters so intensely interesting to have a con- 
sultation of the best hearts and wisest heads ? 
Aside trom what is suitable, or of the greatest 
uulity, it might be well to look a litle at what 
is courteous and respectful. But where is the 
courtesy, or where the respect due to age and 
experience, when age and experience are whoily 
neglected? 

Nay, very many are the things said and:done 
ib Our tines, in relation to essential matters that 
are inappropriate, unreasonable, and towards 
some persous exceedingly disrespecttul, Bat 
few, however, deserve a higher place in the 
scale of wrong and disrespectful doing, than for 
the inducting of ministers into their sacred cflice 
to be by young. siripling Pastors, whilst the 
Faihers are left to be silent spectators of their 
inconsiderateness and lack of Judgmentt ‘The 
writer has been witness of these things for many 
years, and does not remember ever to have 
Leard them rebuked. x. T. Z.

The Periodical Antislavery Press. 


It is oceasion for devout thanksgiving to the 
God of our Fathers, that some portion of the lib- 
erty for which they laid down their lives, yet re- 
mains to their ungrateful children. © Many in- 
deed have thought and said, that the shadow of 
likerty only remains amongst us. ‘To one per- 
mitted to take an accurate survey of the past, 
and to compare it with the present—not the 
present as it exists in the minds of certain pseu- 


do statesmen and ecclesiastical dignitaries, who 
Wout wove DacK, Whole Centuries, the dex of 


improvement upon. the dial-platre of time—but 
the present, as it exists in the eye of the real 
friends of their race, itis not surprising that it 
should appear, that the Genius oF Freevom has 
fled frone our shores. 

These remarks are suggested by the state of 
the Periodical Press, and especially the Anti- 
Slavery Periodical Press, in this country. It is 
not, it is true, what every lover of his kind 
would have it; neither is it: what it| would be, 
if an unmitigated Despotism swayed its sceptre 
over our land. It does not, we acknowledge, 
pour its light into all- hearts, within our wide 
spread bodies; but then it does find access to 
many of the * high and the low, the rich and 
the poor.” Yes, blessed be the Ged, by whose 
favor * kings reign and princes decree justice,” 
that tyranny has not yet so completely usurped 
the throne of American dominion, as entirely to 
crush and destioy the Anti-slavery Periodical 
Press. Its blessings have beén shed forth like 
the snow flakes of Heaven in’ a winter storm; 
and if the few only have enjoyed them, it has 
been only because the many have despised and 
would not receive them. Despite the ravings 
and curses of mobocrats ; the insults and inju- 
ries which “gentlemen of property and staud- 
ing” have inflicted; the frowns of learned Rub- 
bis, and the growling and whining of southern 
* Patriarchs,” the wrongs and outrages and cru- 
elties of the oppressed millions of this Republic 
are told of in thunder tones and published to all 
mankind. 

It might not, in the columns of the Curts- 
rian R-flector, be proper to dwell at hength up- 
on the political character of the struggle in 
which Abolitionists are engaged; or to show 
what the Press has accomplished in breaking 
the chains of partyism,and bringing candid polit- 
cians to see, that slavery is the first and great 
cause of the sad mischief under which, as a na- 
tion, we have groaned for years. But it may 
not be wrong, in any paper, however sacredly 
religious its char.cter, without entering the 
arena of politics, to advert to political blessings : 
—nay, it cannot be wrong to speak of those 
which, though not possessed, du nevertheless 
* cast their shadows before” and thus tell us of 
their coming. In such manner it is that Politi- 
cal Antislavery publications are here spoken of. 
What then is their present position? Do 
they or do they not occupy ground every inch of 
which is most carefully examined. Do they 
or not leave off the ragged vestments with which 
the American Constitution has been clothed, 
and expound that sacred instrument in accoid- 
ance with the principles of right, under the 
guidance of which it was framed by the patri- 
ots of the Revolution? Do they pot exhibit that 
only as just legistation, which is bassed upon 
the unmutible teachings of the Great Jehovah ? 
With the answers to these questions every body 
is, or might be familiar. Not only do freemen 
jat the North, but slave-holders at the South, un- 
| derstand them. 


But why so? How has it come, that “ the 
blind see and the deal hear” the tuths which 
alone can save our political tempie? Have the 
buyers and sellers of the souls aud bodies of 
men, and the connivers al their guilt, intuitive- 
ly learned lessons of true political economy, and 
national greatness? Or, but for the radistions 
of the Political Auti-siavery Press, would they 
still “* be covered with gross darkness?” There 
is a voice, a unned voice, coming up from eve 
ery corner of the land, which says “* we Anow 
these things because the Press hath utlercd them.” 
Not, indeed, that they would be necessarily un- 











tt becanse truth may often lie concealed in the

| mental piety—with cold and cruel neglect tow- 
ards millions,whose geographical position places 
ithem where they might most easily enjoy tm- 
‘munities Yet this could not be said ot any 
lWwrote Denomination of Christians in this 
lcountry, ten years ago, if in fact it'can be said 
jat the present moment. 

Suill it is known that a deep feeling in behalf 
of the slaves of this country now pervades many 
| branches of the Church, The Free will Bup- 
‘tists were the first, as a body, to acknowledge 
the claims of the enslaved upon their sywpa- 
thiés, prayers, and efforts. “They have done uo- 
bly in this cause; and, why, but because their 
brilliant Stan hath shoy » them the way? It 
a general interest’ has not been awakened 
amongst the members ot the Methodist’ Church, 
yetmany through the labors ofa vigilant Waten- 
MAN, going from tower to tower upon their Zar- 
on, have been aroused toduty, Aud if among 
Baptists avy thing has been felt or done wor- 
thy of av enterprise based upon the Gospel of 
God's beloved Son, it is because they have had 
a Tececrapn, a Reececror, a Reeisrer and 
other Periodicals amongst them, that have fear- 
lessly “proclaimed liberty tor ALL throughout the 
land.” But this is a theme not to be exhausted 
in a news-paper article —in one piece, nay, it 
is hardly to be indicated. If, therefore, the nec 
essary Ume for this purpose can be saved from 
numerous and pressing pastoral duties, it is pro- 
posed hereafter to give it further consideration,

N. Y., during commencement week of 
the Theological Seminary, in Aug. 1541. 





Beloved Brethren,--My inalilily to be present | 
with you is a painful trial to uy heart. I shall feel | 
it still more than my abserce from. the last meeting 
in the city of N. Y., because the present opportunity 
is to ocer ina rezion where the open advocates of 
an equal humanity great!y abound ; and because, af- 
ter the lapse of several mo:t!s, since the Baltimore 
Convention, there has been time for sufficient delib- 
erate thinking, to be prepared, by the help of God, to 
inake a rational epplication of our principles to prac- 
tice. The disappointment, therefore, to me will be 
bitter, like the deferred hope that sickens the heart, 
if you do not see and define o clearer anda wider 
scope of action than has yet been perceived, and if 
decided measures are not taken to move “ rizht on- 
ward.” I am intersely anxious to have the issue be- 
tween slavery and freedom made and met; | want to 
see the Bible principles on the subject prudently, but 
most distinctly stated and acted on; not ably dis- 
cussed mere y bya few of our gife!and eloquent 
brethren, but condensed into a few plain elements 
for the faith and practice of us all.

Correspoudence of the Journal of Commerce. 
Abolition Petitions. 
Wasuincton, Dec. 14th, 1841. 

Mr. Adams commenced presenting his petitions,

The speaker informed the gentleman that the 
House could not authorize ihe Clerk tu endorse any 
paper not received by it. 

Mr. Adams then presented a petition praying for 
the striking out the 21st Rule, and the abrogation 
of all other laws which prevented the reception of 
abolition petition’, and moved that it be referred to 
a Select Commitee of nine, with instructions to 
report a recision of the 21st, or as it now stoud, the 
231 Rule. 

The motion being objected to, 

Mr. Adams so modified it as to leave out the in- 
structions to the Committee, and asked fur the 
yeas and nays, 

Mr. Merriwether moved to Jay the motiun on the 
table. 

Mr. James asked for the yeas and nays, which 
were ordered, and the motion to lay on the table 
was lus!, yea~ 92, nays 88.

Agriculture is lass attended to 
now, wand there is less land in cultivation io this 
county, than there was better than two years age, 
And if the maxim be true, that ‘when the Stave t» 
most corrupt, then are laws most multiplied,’ we 
have acorrect index to the present condition of) 
Liberia; for within two years, liws have been | 
maliplied here to an alarming extent, on agrical- | 
ture, internal improvements, post offices, county 
asylums, prohibiting the importation of ardent 
epi its, and for regulating pudlic schools throughout 
the Cununcuainai all of which, though resweecho. 
ed ‘in hones’ ignerance’ through Colonization re | 
ports in the United States, are nevertheless, at this 
early period, dead letiers, in Liberia, Wars have! 
been declared and decided—thrice they slew the | 
tliin.—the whole army having twice marched up 
a bill, and twiee—mareched down again. The 
thousands brought into the Colony by capturing a} 
siave establishment and by other means—by im- 
posts, anchorage dues, taxes, and colonization in. 
ports, have not been sufficient to maintain the Col- 
ony at a—stend; i hes retrograded ; and the only 
redeeming feature, is au improved and well diset- 
pliued miluary corps.’

The Domestic Slave Trade. 
CASE OF THE BRIG ‘CREOLE. . 

Some days since, we published a letter from 
Nassau, giving information of the arrival at that 

vet, of the American brig Creole, bound from 
Rishened to New-Orleans with a carzo of slaves 
an! tobaccy, the slaves having risen upon the crew 
and taken possession of the vessel, It was also 
stated that most of the slaves had been liberated by 
the British authorities at Nassau, and that several 
of them had taken passage for Jamaica, New Or- 
leans papers of the 4th inst contain further particu. 
lars of the transaction, which are subjoined. 

*The brig Creole, Capt. Enson, of Richmond, 
bound for New Crleans, with a cargo of tobacco, 
one hundred and thirty-five slaves, and four or five 
passengers, was on the 7th ultimo taken possession 
of by the slaves, who rose and mutinied—killing 
and wounding several white persons. — I) appears 
that on the 7th ult., at 8, P. M., the brig wae hove 
to, in the belief that she was approaching Abaco, 
The nextday, alter the passengers and crew not on 
duty, bad revired, at about half past 9, P. M., the 
slaves wutinied and murdered a passenger named 
Hewell, owner ofa portion of the slaves, by stab- 
bing him with a bowie knife. They wounded the 
captain and one of the hands dangerously, the chief 
mate and another of the hands severely. But Int- 
tle defence could be made, as the victims were 10- 
tally voprepared for an attack and had but one 
mu ket on board, while the slaves were armed 
with pistols, knives and bludgeons, made by cut- 
ting up handspikes. There is reason to believe 
that the whole plot was arranged before they left 
Richaond, 

Having obtained possession of the vessel, they 
broke opeo the trunks and ransacked the whole 
cargo. They spared the lives of the mate, passen- 
gers, anda part cf the crew, on condition they 
should be taken immediately to Abaco, an Eng- 
lish Island, Forced to obey, the crew set sail and 
arrived at Nassau, N. P., on the 9b ult. On land- 
ing, the A nerican Consul had the captain and two 
ol the covees 3-0e-er wtieweed cheure and their 
wounds dressed, while every attention was psid to 
the wounded on board.

gersandcrew. Nineteen staves were idensified 
as having participated in the mutiny and wurder, 
They were placed in confinement unul farther or- 
ders, the Governor refusing to have them sent to 
America under the circum-tances, The remainder 
(114) were liberated by Her Majesty’s authorities, 
on the ground that the slaves must be Considered 
anil treated as passengers, having the right to land 
in boats from the shore whenever they though 
proper. The captain is ding well, and will prub- 
ably recover. 

We are informed that the slaves, on board the 
Creole, were insured, in this city, tothe amount of 
about $120.000; but as the insurance did not in- 
clude mutiny, the money will vot be forthcoming. 
In any event, however, that insolent, and mi-eras 
ble meddler Jobn Bull, must be held responsible. 
And should be persist in his outraceous course, 
there can be no other alternative left, but for the 
American Eagle to make such a noise absut his 
ears, as will awaken him from his fancied securi- 
ty; considerably lighten the British exchequer; ar- 
rest piratical proceedings of fanatics on both sides 
of the water; and punish the hypocrites, whose 
end & aim is the destruction of souchern prosperity 
—American liberty and independence. [i is said 
that Mr. Stevenson threw a bomb-shell into the 
British Cabinet, before his departure. The events 
on board the ‘Creole,’ and the conduct of the Gov- 
ernor of Nassau, will fly like a rocket to the 
Capitol at Washington. {s not, then, an explos- 
ion between the two Governments inevitable, un- 
less the prudent Duke of Wellington should decide 
that the time fur a * big war’ is nut yet ?
